The bones of fish, bones of fowls, 


thejarge and small pieces of bones 
•which are purchased -with beefsteak 
and mutton, constitute the very best 
food for fruit trees and grape yines, 
if the fragments are only placed 
where the roots can lay hold of them. 
Instead of allowing pieces of boa.^9 
to be cast into the bock-yard, as food 
for stray dogs and strange cats, do. 
mestica should be directed to deposit 
everything of the sort in a small tub 
provided with a lid. As soon as only 
a few pounds have been accumulated, 
we take the tab to some grapo vine 
or fruit tree, dig a hole three or four 
.feet long, and not less than a fact 
deep, into which the bones are 
dumped, spread over the bottom of 
the oxcavation, and covered over 
with the soil. 
Tho move the frag- 


ments can be spread around, the bet- 
ter. But they should bo buried so 
deep that a plow or spade will not 
reach them. Tho roots of growing 
vinea or fruit trees will soon find the 
valuable mine of rich fertility, and 
will feed on the elements that will 
greatly promote the growth of healthy 
wood, and the development of fair 
and luscious fruit. 


Many horticulturists'and farmers 


purchase bone-dust, costing not less 
than two cents a pound, simply to 
-enrich the soil around and beneath 
their trees and vines. Fragments of 
bones are just as valuable as ground 
bone, although their elements of fer- 
tility will not be found available in 
so short a time as if the large pieces 
were reduced to small atoms. Never- 
theless, if Inrgo bones be buried 
three or four feet from a grape vine, 
the countless number of mouths at 
the ends of roots will soon disolve, 
take up, and appropriate every parti- 
•ole. When cast out of the kitchen 
door, bones are likely to be a nuis- 
ance; whereas, if properly buried, 
they become a source of valuable fer- 
tility. Let every person who owns a 
grape vine or fruit tree save all the 
bones that pass through the kitchen, 
aa3 bury them where such worthless 
material will be turned to some 
profit.—Western Farmer.

Frost A 


There is no agent iu nature so pro- 


ductive of important results, and yet 
so little observed and so imperfectly 
understood, as the action of freezing. 
In its immediate and direct results, 
frost is always a destroyer: but 
secondarily and remotely, it is one of 
the most beneficial agents in the 
economy of nature. Bat frost acts 
mainly, if not exclusively, through 
water. Pure water freezes at 323 
Fahrenheit, anj in passing into the 
solid form it expands so as to in 
crease its volume about one tenth; 
the force of this expansion has never 
been satisfactorily measured; but for 
all practical purposes it may be set 
down as an irresistnble force. For 
an illustration, see the reefs thrown 
tip in our ponds and lakes; note the 
giant boulders moved from their 
resting place of ages, and the rooks 
rent in twain, all over the land, away 
back in the ice period- All porous 
substances when they have filled 
themselves with water are liablo to 
be fractured and even broken into 
fragments fcy the expansion of the 
water they contain, whon they are 
subjected to a freezing temperature. 
From this cause, buildings and 
structures of every kind, exposed to 
weather, are less duinble m cold, 
wet climates than in warm, dry ones. 
If the pyramids of Egypt had been 
built, in 
New Hampshire, they 


would, to-day, have been a pile o'f 
rubbish. No unprotected structure, 
though built of granite, can long 
withstand the influence of a freezing 
climate. 


This very p.ower of breaking in 


pieces and pulverizing the very rocks 
is 
an important property when 


brought to bear on the materials of 
our soil. The freezing of the earth 
expands the water it has absorbed, 
ond forces the solid particles apart, 
und when water becomes fluid again 
these remain separated to some ex- 
tent; and consequently the soil is 
loose and porous after a hard freez- 
ing. 
Bat this is not all; the frag- 


ments of rocks which are mixed with 
the earth are constantly being broken 
and ground down by this process to a 
state of fineness which could to 
reached by no other means. 


The effect of freezing on vegetable 


substances varies with the kind of 
structure. Dense, fibrous structures 
are seldom seriously injured by the 
frost, while cellular structures are 
generally destroyed. The extent of 
the injury to growing vegetation, 
produced by the frost, depends mueh 
on the circumstances under which it 
is thawed. A sharp frost at night 
(in September or any of the months 
when vegetation|is growing) followed 
by a heavy fog in the m«rning, .will 
do but little damage; but if a bright 
sunshine succeeds 
the 
freezing, 


everything that is tender will be dei 
stroyed. Our apples would be in" 
sipid and taateless if it were not for 
the froot. 
The farmer should make 


his barns and outbuildings a* warm 
as necessary for the comfort of hia 
cattle, und thank Jack Frost for his 
agency in producing a future crop

The Chicago Tribune's Washington 


special of November 7th says: The Presi- 
dent is elated at the result of the elec- 
tion in New York. 
He predicts that

successful and that there was a promise. 
in it for electoral votes south of the 
Potomac in 1831. 
Members of the 


Cabinet are willing to express their 
opinions individually, but do cot care 
to be quoted. Oneof them said: "The- 
election breaks one bubble; it shows 
that the Bepublioan party has no hopes 
of any electoral votes south of the Po- 
tomac. The eolored mea cannot stand 
up in the face of intimidation and no 
support from white yqters is likely to be 
strong enough to aid them. Our hopes 
must be in the North and West. 
The 


result of the election shows that these 
hopes have . a good foundation. Vir- 
ginia makes the fact clear that Repub- 
licans have nothing to hope from any 
Southern State; that the Potomac river 
is the dividing line between Bopublic- 
anism and Democracy, and that we must 
and shall carry New York and Indr 
ana next year and rely wholly upon the 
North. The negroes cannot be relied 
on to stand by any number of white 
leaders in opposition lo the Bourbon 
Democracy where recourse is had to 
the shotgun. Mahone was unquestion- 
ably defeated by bulldozing." 


Another Assistant Secretary, repre- 


senting the extreme view of those who 
still hope for the success of the 11 sad- 
jus t»r or other independent movements 
in the South, said: "We can tell better 
what the prospect will be in Virginia 
next year when we see how white men 
stood by Mahone. 
The Danville riot 


was, in a measure at least, planned by 
Bourbons, who took advantage of lit to 
circulate reports of a war of races in the 
white counties in the southwestern part 
of the State, whioh have' been Beadjus- 
ter strong holds. The story was: 
You 


see what it has come to. Shall white 
men or negroes rule in Virginia? 
This was a strong appeal to raako to 
ex-Qonfederates and it was an influential 
one. 
Next year the trouble wiil be dif- 


ferent. 
The negroes can have the pro- 


tection of the Federal law and of the 
Federal Marshals. 
If Mahone is not too 


badly crippled the United States next 
Fall will perhaps be able to ueoure a 
free election and a fair count," 


Another said: "There is no more 


chance of any Republican success in the 
South. It is to be the old issue of the 
tsolid North against the solid South and 
he Nocth will win. The result in New 
York show* it, and the issues whion the 
Republicans will be compelled to make 
in Congress this Winter will ba the tariff 
and civil rights constitutional amend- 
ment." 


Dnzendorf of Virginia, straight out, 


rejoices in 
Mahone'u defeat, 
and, 


strangely enough, says that the Repub- 
licans can carry Virginia if they nomi- 
nate a straight-out ticket. 


Mr Bruce, Register of the Treasury, 


who ought to understand 'the jnegro vote 
in the South as well as any one, says he 
is confident of a Republican success 
next year, but that we must look to the 
North for it. 


Tha Hudson Eiver Tunnel eater- 


prise, of which little has recently 
been heard, is making steady pro- 
gress, a grand total of 2,400 feet of 
tunnel having already been com- 
pleted.

To KEEP APPLES.— In the Farm- 


ers' Friend we lead that "it may 
seem superfluous to give' a recipe for 
keeping upples this year, as there ore 
so few to keep. 
Like the reoipa for 


cooking a rabbit, 'first oatols your 
hare,' first get your apploa and then 
they may be kept as follows: Fill, 
nearly to the top, barrels with tha 
apples, and then ponr in fine, dry 
sand, and then shake down gently 
till all the corners are filled with 
•and. It is claimed that applet! oared 
for in thin way will keep indefinitely. 
We hare see>n apples kept nioely 
which wero pitted in dry, sandy or 
gravelly ami, as potatoes and tnrnipa 
are sometimes kopt. To- pit apple*, 
select some dry spot where thare is 
no danger of water filling the pit, ex- 
cavate two or three foot in depth and 
any size in circumference yon wish; 
plaoo dry, clean straw in the bottom 
and also cover llio apples with straw, 
then a layer of dry north, enough to 
escape freezing. Apples kept in this 
way will come ont in the Spring nice 
and crisp."
